Statement of General Manager Stone ol 


the Burlington Company ol the Pro- 


posed Crime and Its Instigators. 


CHICAQO, July 7.—Engineer Johnl A. 


Bauereisen, chief of Aurora division of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engi- 
neers, who was artested at Aurora- ?»»• 
terday morning, charged with complicity 
in the alleged dynamite plot to destroy 
th« Burlington railroad property,, was 
brought to this city -yesterday morning 
and taken before Commissioner Hoyne. 
The trial was set for July 18, and Bauer- 
elsea held in $5,000 bonds, which were 
promptly furnished. 
Enirlneer Bauer- 


eisen took his arrest very ooolljr. 
He 


talked very freely, and was half Inclined 
to langh at the whole thing. He declares 
he does not know why he should be ar- 
rested, and that he did not know of the 
arrest of the other men until the officers 
told him. He knows Bowles, who Is a 
member of his division, but knows noth- 
ing of the other men. It is given out that 
within the next few days a large number 
of locomotive engineers belonging to tha 
Brotherhood will be arrested, and by the 
day of the trial there will be quite an 
array before the Commissioner to answer 
the general charge placed against those 
already in the clutches of the law.

three men arrested Thursday night are 
still in jail, having been so far unable to 
get jail. The arrest of Bauereisen would 
have occurred Thursday night, but at the 
time there was little or no evidence that 
he knew anything about the. transporta- 
tion of dynamite.

arrest of the three men who had the 
nitro-glycerine cartridges in their pos- 
session. It is surmised that the recovery 
of the letter which Boderick threw out of 
tho car window after he was placed under 
arrest, was the cause of the arrest of the 
fourth man yesterday morning. Neither 
the deputy marshal who made tbe arrest 
nor any of the "Q" officials would say 
what the letter contained, but they spoke 
of it in such a sigaiflcaut way that it Is 
almost certain the letter contained the 
names of some prominent members of 
the Brotherhood and also some details 
in regard to contemplated plans for 
operating and employing dynamite that 
will produce a sensation when they are 
made public at the trial next week. 


General Manager Stone, of the Burling- 


ton, last night gave out for publication 
the following sensational statement ot 
facts an to tbe recent arrests made by the 
Plnkertou National Detective Agency, at 
his Instigation. Durii.g the day noarlj 
every body concerned maintained a close 
silence, but toward evening, when Mr. 
Stone began to appreciate the deep Inter- 
est the public was taking la the matter, It 
was agreed to make a statement of the 
case as fully as possible without defeat- 
ing the ends of justice; 


"A few days after the Middle of Maj 


last," said Mr. Stone, "the company wa« 
informed that attempts were to be 
made to damage its property and trains 
by the use of (lyrsamita, and that Bowles, 
the Brotherhood engineer, who was ar- 
rested Thursday afternoon with dynamiti 
iu his possession, was about to leave to we 
to put the plan iu operation. Bowles did 
leave Chicago, as was expected, having 
taken a package of dynamite and capi 
with him from room Si Grand Pacific 
Hotel, the headquarters of the grievance 
committee of the strikers, and occupied 
by B. E. Hoge, chairman of the general 
grievance committee." 


Mr. Stone then furnishes in detail an 


account of a number of explosions and 
attempts to wreck the company's prop- 
erty aud trains at points where Bowloa 
and Broderick woro located, and con- 
tinues: 


"During this time Broderick and Bowles 


had beeu furnished with funds and let- 
ters of iutrodnction to various members 
of the Brotherhood, stating that they wer« 
on business ol the utmost importance tc 
the Brotherhood, and asking co-operation 
iu every possible way from all members 
to whom they woro presented. Letters ol 
this character «rer» found on their per- 
sons when they were arrested. Broderick, 
before going to the train at Aurora on 
Thursday afternoon, went to the hall of 
tho Brotherhood of Locomotive 
En- 


gineers, and thnre got tho package of 
dynamite which was afterward taken by 
him, Bowles and Wilson on to the train 
with them. Tills parkogo of dynamite 
had been taken by John A. Banereisen, 
apokon of above as being the chief en- 
gineer of tho Brother'nood of the Aurora 
division, to tho Brotlierhood hall foi 
Broderick. He was therefore arrested by 
the United States Marshal as an accom- 
plice". 


Mr. Stone declined to enter more fullj 


into the chtiructer of the proofs of thes« 
acts. 
As to danger to trains passing 


over the road, he ridioaled the idea, as all 
the conspirators are so well known thai 
any serious attempts are impossible. 


Mr. Stone further said that these at- 


tempts to injure the company's propert) 
were by no means the first of theattempti 
of the Brotherhood in that direction. Ol 
April 10, Mr. Hoge, tin chairman of th< 
general grievance committee, Issued I 
circular to the chief engineers of a num- 
ber of divisions of tho Brotherhood of Lo- 
comotive Engineers, reading as follows)

The object is to disable engines le 
every wny they can, und on a given day to null 
work In a body after receiving instruction! 
from us. The company Is on their lust leg, 
and by this mc:ins we propose to take taa 
other.

The Wag- 
ner people are now again at liberty to use 
not only the vestibule oars, which they 
have been doing right along, but all the 
accompanying devices as well, which the 
Pullman's have been laying stress upon. 
Just before Judge Gresbam loft for the 
East Thursday evening, on his way to 
Europe, the counsel for the Wagner Fal- 
aoe Car Company, and for the Pullman 
company were called before him and 
notified that he and Judge Blodgett had 
decided to dissolve the injunction issued 
against the Wagner company in the Full- 
man application for a preliminary in- 
junction.

Mr. Ryan endeavored to secure consideration

This 
objection was characterized by Messrs. Buctmiy 
an (N. J.) and Ryan (Ii.an.) as "one-sided busi< 
neas", allowing consideration of bills called up 
by Democrats tnd refusing Iton bills presented 
by Republicans. 


The yea and nay vote on the passage of th«
